WASHINGTON, June 17 arm 
Administrator Chester ©, Davis 
reported to Seeretury Wallace to- 
day cotton furmers will receive 
upproximately $180,000,000 in ren 
tul and benefit rewards for coop- 
erating with the 1935 crop adjust- 
ment program, 

A defense of new deal cotton 
control methods was embodied by 
Davis in a formal AAA progress 
report, 

“Continuation of the present 
colton acreage adjustment pro- 
gram in the United States,” Davis 
suid, “would not be likely to bring 
wboul such @ farther expansion in 
foreign produciion 4s would seri- 
ously interfere with American col- 
tou’s dominance of foreign miar- 
kets.” 

The objective of the 1955 pro- 
gram, he said, was to make fur- 
ther inroads in the cotton carry- 
over, The report estimated that 
under average growing and con- 
suming conditions the surplus will! 
be veduced to $7,500,000 bales by 
August 1, 1986, or nearly 1,000,000 
bales under the current figure, 

A crop of about 11,500,000 bales 
ol 478 pounds was foreseen for 
1935, on approximately 31,410,000 
ucres. Under the Bankhead com- 
pulsory reduction program, 10,- 
500,000 bales of 500 pounds were

“Although increased prices and Mr. 
reduced supplies of American cot- 
ton benefit foreign producers and 
may have some tendency to in- 
crease preduction and consump- 
tion of foreign cotton, the produc- 
tion-control programs in the Unit- 
ed States apparently have made 
no important addition to produc- 
tion and consumption of foreign 
cottons. Other factors have shown 
a much more marked tendency to 
increase cotton acreage abroad.” 

It would appear, Davis added, 
that much of the recent increase 
in foreign production may be at- 
tributed largely to currency de- 
preciation and previous production 
decreases in foreign countries 
which were not duplicated in the 
United States until 1933.

} FARM BOYS’ FUTURE 

For a good many years various 
writers have seemed to be worried 
| because farm boys leave the farms 
| to seek their fortunes in the towns 
|and cities, as if the farm boy had 
|not the same right to choose his 
| career as other boys. 
There would be as much logic 


|aspire to be anything but a coal 
miner. 

Of course, if a farm boy has no 
| ambition to acquire an education, 
or no desire to enter business or a 
| profession, or is not willing to ap- 
| ply himself to learning a skilled 
| trade, he had better stay on the} 
|farm. Without some sort of prac- 
tical education he would be worse 
off in a town or city than in the 
}country, and would probably haye 
|}to accept the lot of a common 
laborer, 

But for the intelligent and ener- 
getic farm boy who can obtain an 
education it can not be denied that 
the towns and cities afford wider 
opportunities. In fact, many of 
the leaders in every field of en- 
deavor came originally from hum- 
ble farm homes, 

While most of the trades and 
professions are crowded today, 
farming is also overdone. More 
farm products are produced than 
can be marketed at a profit over 
the cost of production. 

Whenever the demand equals the 
| supply we shall see better prices 
for agricultural products, and we 
shall also see people, young and 
old, going back to the farms. But 
until that time comes the farm 
| boy should be encouraged to enter 
{any vocation for which his talents 
|and education nit him. 

It may be added that there are 
right now excellent opportunivies 
én the farms of the country for 
| boys who will study and apply 
{modern agricultural methods, but 
the future holds little in store for 
/the indolent and shiftless, on the 
{farm or anywhere else.

following statement, 
the,,recent Supreme Court NRA 
decision, which is of importance 


to all producers in your communi- 
ty who are contract signers, ‘This 
statement was made public on 
June 5 by Secretary Wallace with | 
the approval of President Roose- 
velt. 

“In cooperation with leaders of 
Congress, amendments to the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act are be- 
ing perfected which are intended 
to bring the Act’s provisions as to 
marketing agreements and licenses 
into line with the Schechter case 
decision and also to safeguard the 


farmers’ voluntary adjustment 
program on basic commodities, 
“These voluntary adjustment 


programs were not in the path of 
the Schechter case decision, and in 
no event could there be any ques- 
tion of the Government's ability to 
fulfill its contracts with farsaers. 

“Nevertheless, we have taken 
advantage of the decision to seek 
perfections in the law which will 
muke certain the Government's au- 
thority to continue pyocessing tax 
rates in accordance with amended 
provisions of the Act,”

The diminutive Arant, Fort De- 
posit manager of the Alabama 
Power Company, gave out his) 
signed statement in the presence 
of newspapermen and deputies in 
his cell at Montgomery County} 
jail. 

“J shot him because he had ap-} 
proached my wife,” the statement} 
read, ‘My wife called me (scream- 
ed), he ran out of the house and} 
I shot him, then his wife ran up| 
on the poreh, and grabbed the} 
burrel of my shotgun and I snatch-| 
ed the gun out of her hands and 
the gun went off accidentally, I 
um sorry I shot her. 

“It was just suspicion on my 
part, This had been brewing since 
last September and I had & man 
to watch my house four nights. |

“My first suspicion was when I 
saw a track in my yard, after Mr. 
Norman had acted in a suspicious 
manner, that I thought to be his. 
My wife told me that he had ap- 
proached her twice,” 

Arant was industriously sweep- 
ing out his cell when deputies en- 
tered with newspapermen to hand 
him typewritten copies of the 
statement he had dictated. 

He denied early reports that he 
had called the Normans and in- 
vited them to his home last night 
shortly before the double slaying 
took place. 

“And I know my wife didn’t 
either,’ he added. ‘She wasn't 
built that way; she wasn’t’ crook- 
ed. This was all forced on her, 
I know it.” 

Wearing a ragged blue shirt, un- 
shaven, Arant showed the strain 
of his night spent in jail after he 
was brought here from Fort De- 
posit early today for safekeeping.
